Having been deeply impressed by tho 
arguments of Judge Crisp, Bryan, Stew­ 
art, Jones and other silver leaders, and 
especially grieved, shock ed and horrified 
by the “ awful crime of 1N73” as 80 
luridly d< picted daily in tho columns of 
the Atlanta Constitution and other sil­ 
ver organs, I have changed my views 
011 the money question and am ready to 
maintain the propositions following in 
joint deUite nr newspape r controversy. 
I accept the arguments of tho advo­ 
cate, of silver and agree with their rem­ 
edy as far as it goes. 
However, it does 
not go far enough. 
Lot us have plenty 
of 
rem ed y —m fact, enough to mak e 
debt and poverty things of tho past— 
relies of 
the dark ages. 
I am in favor 
of tho 
free and unlimited coinage of pig 
iron at a ratio of 
1H to 
1 with gold by 
tin United States alone, independently 
of all nations, and can prove by the host 
authority obtainable 
th a t sueli a policy 
on the part of the United States will 
“ raise prices,” “ ¡mt plenty of money in 
circulation” and g ive the “ honest debt­ 
or a chance to pay 
h is debts,” thereby 
mak ing the whole country prosperous. 
Now, in the first place, it may bo 
urged by some “ who do not understand 
the subject of standards of value” t hat 
free c o in a g e for iron would not raise 
its price to a ratio of 
10 to 
I with 
gold. 
To tii* a I reply that “ the stamp 
of this government” and the “ legal 
tender qualities” of the iron dollar 
would instantly mak e the bullion value 
of pig iron the same 
as tho mint, value, 
“ for who would part with an ounce of 
this precious i 
tal for anything less 
than the m int value?” (Stewart, Jones 
and B ryan.) 
Again, it 
may be urged that our 
mints would be overcrowded with pig 
iron. 
1 reply that, “ the price of pig iron 
having been rais* d from $7.50 a ton to 
a ratio of 
10 to 1 with gold the world 
over, no one would especially care to 
carry it to the mints, since the mint 
price could be obtained anywhere in 
tho op» n m ark et” (A tlanta Constitu­ 
tion. ) 
Next, it may bn urged that gold and 
silver would go out of circulation. I re­ 
ply, first, “ This is a mere assumption 
of the tools of the money power which 
they cannot verify” (Atlanta Constitu­ 
tion); second, “ Suppose gold and silver 
do go out of circulation, is there not 
plenty of pig iron to tnk » » their place 
and give the people plenty of money?” 
(Bryan), and, third, “ Such an assump­ 
tion mixes the idea of circulating me­ 
dium and standard of value, that gold 
and Hilv« ’r would still 
he potential 
money metals, though not in circula­ 
tion, and would lend their help toward 
raising prices and causing general pros­ 
perity” (Crisp). 
Then, again, it may he urged against 
the pig iron standard of value that 
wages would not rise in proportion to 
prices. The reply is, “ Wages would bo 
compelled to rise, Hinee no man would 
he fool enough to work for

1,000 per day pick ing 
up rusty nails and old horseshoes and 
carrying them to the m int for coinage” 
(Hull).

The people of many countries 
have discontinued the use of silver as 
standard money (demonetized silver) 
because they prefer gold. 
Secretary Morton said in a public ad­ 
dress the other day that they deferryized 
flatboats on the Missouri river in tho 
neighborhood of Omaha because steam ­ 
boats served the purpose better. 
Later 
they deferry ized steamboats because a 
steel bridge served their purpose better 
still. 
They didn’t m ak e those changes 
as tho result of an olection, but as a 
m atter of business. 
In lik e manner tho principal com­ 
mercial nations have abandoned silver 
and accepted gold as tho standard. They 
have not done so by any town meeting 
process, but simply as a m atter of busi­ 
ness. 
In the dealings of men living in (lif­ 
erent countries, or in w hat is called in­ 
ternational trade, there is no standard 
prescribed by law, or lawful money. 
But gold has been accepted as the stand­ 
ard by common consent. 
The people 
engaged in this trade prefer gold. 
Only a short time ago Bolivia delib­ 
erately abandoned the silver standard 
and adopted the gold standard. 
What 
the people think of the change may be 
learned from a citizen of this country 
who was tiiere at tho time of 
the 
change, and who “ describes the scenes 
of rejoicing among tho people as some­ 
thing far surpassing any other demon­ 
stration he ever witnessed. 
They re­ 
garded the change from silver to gold 
as deliverance out of a wretched condi­ 
tion into the light of a new and better 
era. ” 
Tho prop!» ; of other gold standard 
countries, whether that standard was 
originally of theii own choc hag or not, 
are not agitating for its abandonment. 
This country may be regarded as an ex­ 
ception, but the agitation here is less 
formidable than m any people seem to 
suppose. 
Silv» r mine owners, dishonest debtors 
and boy orator demagogues are not “ the 
people. ” —Chicago Chronicle.

A n Item o f Expense, 
Tn handling silver and using it as 
currency lies the fact that

can be stored in the same space as 5

lars on our government in tho last 18 
years for storing the silver dollars which 
the pooplo registere d as too cumbersome 
for their pock ets. Every time the treas­ 
ury changes iiands, and probably much 
oftener in tho bank s of this country, the 
stock of coin is counted over, 
it is just 
as easy to count $ 
20,000 iu gold double 
eagles as $1 , 0 0 0 in silver. 
If we open 
our m ints t»> silver, all gold will disap­ 
pear from circulat ion, at least so far a> 
domestic business is concerned, and 
a 
large and increasing expense will be in- 
flieted on the mercantile class, and to a 
lesser degree on the whole community, 
in handling and counting the more 
cumbersome coin.

w hether cheap goods or high prices are 
bust for the whole country. 
U ntil the 
people understand that their interests 
will be best served by a gradual r» *duc- 
tion m the cost of all k inds of commod­ 
ities plans for getting rich by paying 
more for goods will be advocated and 
seriously considered.
